The legislature's financial dilemma is a 


serious one and there are abundant signs 
from Madison that many of its members 
including representative Democrats enjoy- 
ing the results of last fall's election are 
becoming extremely worried about it * 


The^ prospect of being required to levy 


an additional $30,000,000 or thereabouts in 
new taxes, at a time when the taxpayer is 
already showing a certain restiveness, is 
not a pleasant one. 


Nor is it especially pleasurable to the 


citizen down in the ranks, for it must be 
eminently clear to him now that it is his 
pocket that will be tapped to resolve the 
budget deficit at the capital which if it is 
not a crisis, is surely as grim a shortage of 
funds as any administration has experi- 
enced in recent decades. 


For that faintly annoyed and possibly 


perplexed fellow we would offer one note 
of solace, however, a small ray of sunshine, 
a. boon arising out of adversity. 


The sheer magnitude of the prospective 


deficit and the tax burden that must result 
from it, has instilled into the average 
legislator a prudence and a resolution for 
thrift that has not been seen in the state- 
house for years. The atmosphere in the leg- 
islature's' budget hearing room is frigid. 
Some of the interrogation is fruitfully per- 


sistent. Some of the challenges to the high- 
er spending appeals are so aggressive and 
curt as to appear almost like heckling to 
the unfortunate witnesses whose appropri- 
ation aspirations are going to be spurned. 


This .is good. While we don't pretend to 


believe that our judgment on the merit of 
the thousand, or more of competing claims 
for the state tax dollar is superior to that 
of any other critic of public affairs or that 
of any legislator with credentials bestowed 
upon him by the voters of his district, we 
are reasonably sure that an occasional re- 
spite in the easy-going tendency of legis 
latures is a healthful and constructive

legislatures have had to trim their sails a 
bit, but it wasn't especially serious.

The inclusion of built-in ap- 


pliances^ with other kitchen 
items — cabinets, 
counters, 


sinks, flooring and electrical 
wiring — makes possible in- 
stallation of a complete kit- 
chen under the FHA's title 
home improvement program; 


The purchase of appliances 


with an FHA insured 
im- 


provement loan was not per- 
cluded from the title 1 -pro- 
gram are such items as swim- 
ming pools, patios, 
outdoor 


barbecues and other 
items 


which ithe FHA has labeled 
as "luxuries." 


The FHA's rule on title 1 


loans is that an improvement 
must be permanent and must 


substantially protect or im- 


prove the basic livability or 
utility of the property." 


Loans of this type account 


for a sizable portion of small 
loans made by lending insti- 
tutions in the Fox Cities. 


The FHA has defined 
a 


built-in appliance "as a gas 
or electric unit designed by 
the manufacturer and install- 
ed as a permanently attach- 
ed, integral part of the kitch- 
en." Free standing applianc- 
es are not eligible. 


Title 1 loans are made by 


lenders approved by the FHA. 
A loan of $3,500, repayable in 
monthly installments 
over 


five years, can be made. A 
lender is permitted to charge 
$5 a year for every $100 bor- 
rowed^ up to $2,500 and $4 
a year for each $100 over that 
amount.

Mother of Retarded Child 
Constructs New Career 
From Personal Tragedy 


BY DOROTHY ROE

Out of personal tragedy, 


Elizabeth Boggs 
of 
Upper 


JMontclair, N. J., has built a 
'career that is bringing new 
hope to thousands of once 
hopeless children. Says she: 
"When our only son suffer- 
ed an illness in infancy that 
'damaged his brain, I was de- 
termined to find out every- 
thing there 
was to 
know 


about this thing, to help him 
if possible, and if not, to help 
other children." 


As president of the Nation- 


al Association For Retarded 
Children, 
Mrs. Boggs 
has 


done much in the last decade 
to improve the lot of other 
children, 
though 
no cure 


could be found for her own 
son, David, 13, who had to be 
put under institutional care. 
With her husband, Fitzhugh 
W. Boggs, a research chem- 
ist, she was active in the first 
organizations in New Jersey 
for the care of retarded chil- 
dren, and since has widened 
her work to a nation scope. 


"I became interested in this 


subject, over and above our 
personal problem," says she. 
"I took several courses in it, 
and studied 
everything 
I 


could find in this or allied 
fields. The first major job we 
did in New Jersey was start- 
ing classes for children ex- 
cluded from public schools. 


Classes Grow 


In 1950 there 
were two 


such classes, the next year 
seven, and now we have 600 
classes, in the state for edu- 
cable children and 125 for the 
trainable ones—many a part 
of the public school system. I 
think it's safe to say that at 
present there are some 12,000 
mentally retarded but train- 
able children in public school 
systems throughout the coun- 
try." 


An educable 
child, 
says 


Mrs. Boggs, is mentally slow, 
but still capable of learning. 
A trainable child is more se- 
verely retarded, but still can 
be trained in social habits 
and can eventually do use- 
ful work. Says she: 


"Research in the last 10 


years has proved that from 
80 to 85 per cent of the men- 
tally retarded persons in the 
United States can, with train- 
ing, become useful citizens, 
support themselves and stay 
out of trouble." 


Mrs. Boggs is eager to 


make the point that help is 
available now everywhere in 
the country, for all income 
groups. As soon ,as parents 
discover that a baby is men- 
tally o-etarded, she says, they 
should seek professional ad- 
vice. She explains: 


"Continuing diagnosis is vi- 


tally important, starting as 
early as possible. There are 
special clinics for retarded 
children in every section of 
the country, and it is impor- 
tant to seek these out, be- 
cause the family doctor or 
pediatrician usually has nei- 


ther the time nor the special- 
ized knowledge necessary to 
work with this problem. 


Special Groups 


"M a n y communities have 


organized special play groups 
for these handicapped chil- 
dren—for loneliness is one of 
the greatest problems of the 
retarded. It takes time, love 
and care to train these chil- 
dren to take their place in the 
world, but hi the great major- 
ity of cases it can be done. 


"With the greater facilities 


available today, it is becom- 
ing more and more possible 
to keep the children at home, 
rather than in institutions, if 
they are not severely retard- 
ed. 


"Then there are sheltered 


workshops w h e r e retarded 
adults can learn to do simple 
work, and earn a living." 


This is a problem that 


comes to every strata of soci- 
ety, she says, and one of the 
interesting things about the 
organizations 
for 
retarded 


children is that it brings to- 
gether people from all walks 
of life, each eager to help in 
the work. Says she: 


"Our great goal now is to 


iind out how to prevent men- 
tal crippling of children—and 
much progress is being made. 
We have accomplished a lot, 
but there is much more to be 
done."

Washington —(55— Venereal 


disease appears to be on the 
increase again throughout the 
nation, including "shocking" 
rises among youths 15 to 19 
years old, a public health ser- 
vice official reported Monday. 


Dr. William J. Brown, of the 


service's communicable di- 
sease center at Atlanta, said 
there is evidence suggesting 
a steady rise since 1954. He 
blamed, among other things, 
false confidence by the gen- 
eral public, and even some 
doctors, that penicillin alone 
could 
eradicate 
gonorrhea 


and syphilis. 


He said that as regards 


syphilis, for example, Ameri- 
cans in the pre-penicillin era 
looked upon it as a threat of 
life, health and sanity. Now, 
he said, the public attitude 
toward the disease is "as fick- 
le and transitory as it was 
toward the jigsaw puzzle and 
the hula hoop."
